Cuyar, one of the men found guilty 
of the murder of Mr. Rogersou by our 
Diatrict Court and who feigned insan­ 
ity when called up for sentence, is said 
to he in a precarious condition from 
which he may die, In our county jail.

Curious Proceedings. 


The plans by which our City Coun­ 
cil perform their duty to the citizens 
are so complicated that the common 
understanding cannot fathom them. 
For instance, they hold th at nine feet 
of a public thoroughfare is amply suf­ 
ficient for all practical purposes. Here 
are the facts: San Fernando street 
between the Hospital building and the 
new railroad depot is about one hun­ 
dred feet wide. This space Is to be oc­ 
cupied by two sidewalks, each ten feet 
wide and three railroad tracks, leav­ 
ing for teams and other travel only a 
strip nine feet in width. Through this 
strip it is now proposed to run a horse 
railroad track. This was the original 
proposition, and so determined were 
some of the Councilmeu to carry it 
into effect that they actually refused 
to go on the ground and examiue the 
premises. 
The intim ation of the 
Mayor that the ordinauce would not 
receive his signature only prevented 
its passage at the special meeting on 
Friday evening. Something very like 
a trick was then attempted by the sub­ 
stitution of a modification on which 
was written 
In 
pencil 
conditions 
which were intended to cover about 
the same ground and attain substan­ 
tially the same end as the original 
proposition. 
The whole m atter has 
been referred back to the committee 
and will doubtless come up at the next 
meeting of the Council, changed in 
language but with intent the same. 
The gist and purpose of this ordinance 
seems to be to give the street railroad 
the use of the public street and compel 
the citizens in the vicinity to purchase 
land for more street. By purchpsing 
a strip one hundred feet in length the 
street railroad company will be ena­ 
bled to reach the depot grounds with­ 
out crossing the Southern Pacific 
track, but the wisdom of the Council 
is th at the street railroad should be 
allowed to cross the Southern Pacific 
track, occupy the public street, and the 
people purchase land for more street. 
In San Fraucisco they would say this 
was a job with money in it, but^of 
course no such thing is to be thought 
of in connection with the Los Angeles 
Council. One of the Council remarked 
that there were but few people—not 
more than one hundred —who used 
that thoroughfare. 
This is a mistake 
which only a Councilman could make. 
It is one of the most traveled streets 
in the city. 
The Indiana colony, a 
growing settlement, already compris­ 
ing over one hundred families, will, if 
this street is blocked up, be compelled 
to travel three miles around to reach 
the city. 
There are also hundreds of 
others who reach and leave the city 
through this street. 
But the question 
is, what is the motive which induces 
the Council to give a private corpora­ 
tion the use of a public street, when, 
by doing so, they deprive a large pro­ 
portion of citizens of the use of that 
street, aud compel them to purchase 
land to be substituted for the thor­ 
oughfare which has been given away. 
We have too much faith in the good

' Rev. Mr. S h i p m a n , of Lexington,^ 
Ky., has delivered an able discourse 
in defence of theatres and in opposi­ 
tion to the theory of Dr. T a l m a g e , of 
Brooklyn. Mr. S h i p m a n defends the 
theatre upon the ground of innocent 
recreation alone. This defence is suf­ 
ficient if there were no other. 
But 
T a l m a g e , S h i p m a n and all recent 
writers on this subject seem to have 
overlooked the fact that the stage 
originated among the devotees of re­ 
ligion, and for tbe noble purpose of 
teaching the people. In the absence 
of books it was found to be the most 
successful way of imparting informa­ 
tion to the masses. Like all other 
blessings it has often been used for 
bad purposes; but we venture to say 
that there have been as many useful 
lessons taught upon the stage as from 
the pulpit. Indeed, all our modern 
pulpit lessons were originally pre­ 
sented upon tbe stage. And it is the 
opinion of many of the best tiiinkers 
of this age that if the churches would 
erect theatres for the purpose of pre­ 
senting moral subjects upon tbe stage 
the lessons would be far more effective 
and lasting than those received from 
the pulpit. To make the stage aj use­ 
ful to mankind as it ought to be it is 
only necessary for the religious world 
to take bold of it. Recreation in re­ 
ligion is what the churches need. The 
youth of the world are disgusted with 
the long-faced, broad-brimmed Chris­ 
tianity of the present day. They are 
vivacious, full of life and cheerfulness, 
and are not willing to be chained 
down to a stale old fogy gait through 
life. It is contrary to nature, to the 
Bible, and to the good of the race. 
Religion is a broad principle of char­ 
ity and good-will to men, and those 
who possess it manifest it by making 
everybody happy to the extent of their 
ability. 
All innocent amusements 
should be made the hand-maids of re­ 
ligion. The stage is not only inno­ 
cent, but very instructive. 


Still Another Libel. 


We have before us an article out 
from the St. Paul Daily Dispatch, in 
which California 
is 
roundly and 
soundly abused. 
On the authority of 
the Atchison (Kansas) Champion the 
writer asserts that during the month 
of March 9,300 persons passed Kear­ 
ney Junction bound for San Fran­ 
cisco,and of this number at least 7,000 
had expended their last dollar for the 
railroad ticket on which they were 
traveling. To this the writer adds 
that gentlemen who have just re­ 
turned from San Francisco inform 
him that the prospect of making a 
living there is little less than any 
place they have ever seen, and that 
hundreds of able-bodied men are beg­ 
ging bread in the streets and sleeping 
in barns and out-liouses. The article 
closes with the statement that most 
of the people who have gone to Cali­ 
fornia are dead broke, and are aiming 
to dead-beat their way back home. 
This is one of the many stories rela­ 
tive to California invented and circu­ 
lated by journals in the interest of the 
land owners of the frozen aud plague- 
ridden Northwest. 
We are informed 
by a gentlem an now a resident of this 
city that the article in the Dispatch,to 
which we have alluded, was written 
by an individual who but recently 
visited San Francisco and other parts 
of this State, and it is therefore rea­ 
sonable to conclude that he writes but 
his own observations and experiences. 
Yet when this man asserts that he 
saw hundreds of able-bodied men beg­ 
ging in the streets of San Francisco 
for means to obtain food, he asserts 
something which we, and thousands 
of others who have spent the greater 
part of our lives in that city since 
1850, have never seen nor heard of. 
That the greater portion or any con­ 
siderable proportion of 
those who 
have arrived in California within the 
last six months or a year are trying 
to beat their way back to the place 
from whence they came is most cer­ 
tainly false. 
We are aware that the 
severe Winters and 
plague-ridden 
Summers which are blighting Kansas 
and other Northwestern sections are 
driving the people thence, and they 
are going whither their means will 
enable, and their judgment and infor­ 
mation tells them they will better 
their condition. Naturally the greater 
number turn their eyes toward the 
Pacific coast, 
ft is a new country,and 
comparatively unsettled; its climate 
is genial and” the soil productive to a 
remarkable degree. Those who have 
come here with means to secure land, 
and industry to cultivate it, have no 
cause to regret their coming. There 
is room for millions of such people. 
False and malicious stories like the 
one under consideration will not seri­ 
ously atteet California. The truth is 
too well known. 
But they may pre­ 
vent hundreds of families from takiug 
the step which w ill procure them 
happy and prosperous homes. 
There 
may be dead-beats who work their 
way back home, and doubtless the au­ 
thor of the article in the Dixpatch is 
one of them. 
All such we are as glad 
to get rid of as those at home are sorry 
to see return; but we welcome the 
honest and industrious men and wo­ 
men who come here, and we are con­ 
fident that none of them will ever 
have occasion to regret their coming. 


Worthy of Consideration. 


The following extract from an edi­ 
torial in the columns of our cotempo­ 
rary, the Evening Express, is in ac­ 
cord with the sentiments of the H e r ­ 
a l d , «and we urge our citizens to read 
and consider; 
For two years the attractions of Tx>s Ange­ 
les have been dwelt upon In the Los Angeles 
press, aud undoubtedly most of the phenom­ 
enal settlement now witnessed here is duo lo 
their efforts. They were allowed to go on with 
their good work unmolested until the up- 
country press began to notice that, of the tide 
of Immigration which has been setting In so 
strongly towards California during that pe­ 
riod, we are getting the lion’s share of tbe 
better class of immigrants. Then they 
wakened up 
to a 
malignant 
energy, 
and 
for months they have been de­ 
voting 
themselves to a wholesale de­ 
preciation of Los Angeles county, some «>f 
them cunnlugly-, and others audaciously and 
Impudently.

Grasshopper Plague Denied. 


Gov. T. A. Osborn, of Kansas, wbo 
arrived in San Francisco direct from 
Topeka last Sunday evening, informs 
the Bulletin that the telegrams pub­ 
lished from Chicago, to the effect that 
grasshoppers are already becoming 
troublesome in Missouri, Kansas, Ne­ 
braska aud other W estern States, are 
not altogether true. That so far as 
Kansas is concerned, some two weeks 
since some grasshoppers were hatched 
out down in the Southeastern corner 
of that State, near Fort Scott, but that 
a cold rain set in and continued for 
two days, which had the effect of kill­ 
ing all the young hoppers; that they 
only occurred in patches at intervals 
throughout a small area of country, 
and that there is no fear whatever 
that anything like the plague of last 
year will be witnessed the coming 
season,and t hat in Nebraska the same 
state of affairs exists. 
Another fortu­ 
nate circumstance is that the weather 
has not been of such a mild character 
thus far this Spring as to encourage 
the growth or maintenance of the 
lively insect. 
Gov. Osborn of course desires to put 
Kansas in a favorable light before the 
public, but Kansas people well know 
that cold rains, thaws and frosts are 
only little inconveniences to the pests 
and do not kill them. 
We have seen 
an experiment tried which illustrates 
this: Grasshoppers’ eggs have been 
hatched out in a warm oven, the hop­ 
pers were put in a bottle and exposed 
at night where they would freeze 
hard, so th at in the morning they 
rattled like gravel stones, and then 
after another thaw they would hop 
around and devour vegetation with 
unimpaired appetite. The Governor 
of Missouri does not agree with the 
Goveruor of Kansas, and calls for Di­ 
vine help; but then Gov. Osborn nev­ 
er was much on the pious lay.
